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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-7, drawn to "A Machine Tool", classified in class 82, subclass 
142. 

II. Claims 8-10, drawn to "A bed structure", classified in class 248, subclass 
637. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the bed structure (of claim 8) can 
be for any machine tool and does not require the structural details of a machine tool 
claimed in claim 1 (i.e. a lathe having X, Y and Z axis moving units, B axis turning 
unit... etc. In fact any machine tool besides a lathe could utilize the bed structure). The 
subcombination has separate utility such as a lathe whereby the work point of the 
workpiece substantially coincides with the machining point of the tool. 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

There is an excessive burden on the office to examine all of these inventions 
together, as shown by their search. See MPEP (808.02(C). For example, the device of 
Group I will need to be searched in class 82, subclass 142, along with a unique text 
search. Group II would not be searched as above, but would instead be searched in 
class 248, subclass 637 accompanied by a different text search. 

A telephone call was made to Mr. Pous on 6/2/06 to request an oral election to 
the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
reserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not 
distinctly and specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the 
election shall be treated as an election without traverse. 
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Should applicant traverse on the ground that the inventions or species are not 
patentably distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of 
record showing the inventions or species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the 
record that this is the case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions 
unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection 
under 35 U.S.C.1 03(a) of the other invention.
